Contrastexl 
with it, stand ing near Field's writing 
table, is a plain New England kitchen 
clock such as our grandmothers used in 
their light, airy kitchc-ns. It is a me- 
dium sized affair cf mahogany with a 
glass doer, on the lower half cf which 
aro painted impossible red roses and 
forgetmenots. It is a good old domestic 
clock, and went on faithfully ticking 
away when tho others wero cranky and 
would not keep tho timo regularly. 


As you enter tho houso tho library It 


on tho left Land. AM around tho walls 
of tho room arc bookcase's. Suppose wo 
look at tho ease beyond tho window, 
which might bo called the fairy comer.

But cf all the attractive features cf 
iis charming rpot, Rothenburg, tho 


annual festspitl, celebrating tho cap- 
tcro of tho town by Tilly during 


i»o Thirty Years' war, ranks first. At 
that time, and indeed until 1803, fioth- 
nburg was a free city, taking an active 
lart in tho peasants* war of 15J5 and 
n tho Thirty years' war cf tho follow 
ng century. It was in tho course cf tho 
latter, in 1C31, that the celebrated Tilly 
ppcaxcd before Kothenburg and do- 
mandcd its capitulation. ThU tho citi- 
zens refused, with tho result that tho 
gallant littlo town was besieged and 
aken. Tilly and his generals proceeded 
o tho rathhaus and demanded tho 
municipal keys of tho burgomaster. At 
ho Eamo timo Tilly imposed a fino cf 
30,000 thalers and garrisoned tho town 
with his soldiers. 


Tho burgomaster pleaded in vain for 


Eomo mitigation cf tho penalty, until 
:ho victorious general, after remaining 
'or somo timo unmoved by his entreaties, 
conceived tho extraordinary notion cf 
offering to restore tho freedom of tho 
lown on condition that ono cf tho 
iiabitants Ehould come forward and 
empty at ono draft an immense beaker 
cf wine, containing about 3»-f liters 
[over three troarts.) This wa* an un- 
beard of feat, even in those hard drink- 
ing dayg, and for Gome time his offer 
remained unaccepted. The opportunity 
of freeing tho town frcm a foreign yoko 
ecemcd, however, too important to bo 
lostj and accordingly a patriotic citizen 
named Kusch resolved to attempt tho 
difficult task imposed by tho conqueror. 
As a matter of fact, bo drained tho 
beaker at ono draft, and, although tra- 
dition relates that a severe illness fol- 
lowed tho feat, (till ho saved the town, 
for Tilly kept his word and restored the 
independence ef Rothenlurg.—Cham- 
bers1 Journal.

It took about fire seconds to pass across 
the tun's disk from the time I first saw 
t, when it was at the spot indicated 
by the arrows. Its distance, of course, 
cannot be determined unless other ob- 
servers had an opportunity to see it 
or had it nnder their cameras. How- 
ever, at the same speed, approximate- 
ly. It -would move round ourearth in M 
minutes, and if its distance from us 
be £00 miles it would then have a. rpecd 
of about five miles per seoor.d. 


'Our earth may have a great num- 


ber of such small satellites revolving 
round its orbit, yet unknown, and they 
might never be discovered for this rea- 
son: In the daytime they arc cot vis- 
ible because of too much light from the 
sun. At night, after the sun has set, 
they are in the thadovr of our earth 
again, and not having light of then 
own they would be in eclipse. If their 
mean distance from our raith was MQ 
mliea to be visible by a telescope of 180 
magnifying power, such as I used, their 
diameter must be at least 15 feet. II 
smaller they would not be visible. Com- 
paring their diameter by the transit 
of Mercury it would hardly be one- 
tenth. I hope other observations may 
have been made by other astronomers, 
so that we Kay be able to determine 
its distance.**
